-| “See. 1 repeals all acts and parts ot 
acts which require or authorize the de- 
posit. of United States bonds to secure 
circulating notes, etc.,’ instead of ‘so much 
or all acts and parts of acts, etc.” How 
many thousands may be seriously injured 
| by such needless wholesale repeal of the 
statutes, or whether the Supreme Court, 
after years of litigation, might, by con- 
struction, re-enact some parts of such 
statutes which Secretary Carlisle had re- 
pealed, no one can tell. 

“Sec. 5 provides that ‘each associa- 
tion hereafter organized, and each asso- 
ciation applying for additional circulation 
shall pay its pro rata share into the said 
fund, before receiving notes,’ without de- 
fining how the total fund of each share 
shall be ascertained. In the same para- 
graph, it is provided that ‘when a national 
banking association becomes insolvent, its 
guaranty fund held on deposit shall be 
transferred to the safety fund herein pro- 
vided for, and applied to the redemption 
of its outstanding notes.’ That is to say, 
it is merged in the safety fund, and again 
there is no provision in the bill for the 
use of the safety fund except by applica- 
tion in the lines quoted. 

“The same paragraph provides that in 
case the said last-mentioned fund (safety 
fund) should at any time be impaired by 
the redemption of the notes, or failed na- 
tional banks, and the immediately avail- 
able assets of said banks are not sufficient 
to reimburse it, the said fund shall be at 
once restored by pro rata assessments 
upon all the other associations, and all 
associations so associated shall have a 
first lien upon the assets of each failed 
bank for the amount properly chargeable 
to such bank; on account of redemption 
of its circulation, and these are all the 
provisions in the bill of how any one is 
to proceed, and without defining who is to 
proceed to do it, or as to how the notes 
of failed banks shall be redeemed. 

„That is, on the face of the Carlisle 
bill, when a bank fails, its guaranty 
fund is to be paid into the safety fund. 
Then the notes of the failed bank are to 
be paid out of the safety fund. Then 
all the national banks of the country are 


taking up the currency notes of the failed 
bank, and that whatever additional sums 
were necessary should be taken out of the 
safety fund to complete their redemption, 
and the safety fund should be replenished 
out of the assets of the bank, and, if 
there was a deficiency in the assets of the 


the safety fund, that all of the banks 
should be to make good the 
safety fund. 

“Whatever legislation is had with refer- 
ence to the finances of the country, or 
banking in {ts effects upon national 
banks should be permissive and not man- 
datory as to national banks while their 
present charters continue. To provide, as 
in sec. 7, that every national banking as- 
sociation heretofore organized and having 
bonds on deposit to secure circulation, 
shall, on or before the first day of July, 
1895, withdraw such bonds, and deposft

The discussion of the Carlisle Currency 
Bill began in the House, today, but the 
opening of the debate was a disappoint- 
ment. It lacked both spirit and interest 
and was devoid of sensational features. 
Mr. Springer, the chairman of the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee, who made 
the first speech in support of the meas- 
ure, gave a plain statement of its ob- 
jects, its details and gave a review of the 
arguments in its favor on the lines of 
those contained in the report. 

Mr. Walker, leader of the minority of 
the committee, devoted most all his time 
to an elaboration of his own Dill. As 
usual, he was incisive, emphatic and ag- 
gressive and the House gave him close at- 
tention.

MR. BLAND HAS A SUBSTITUTE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Representa- 
tive Bland of Missouri will move to strike 
out all after the enacting clause in the 
Carlisle Currency Bill, now before the 
House of Representatives, and substitute 
a measure which he has prepared for a 
currency system, based on coin and coin 
notes. Mr. Bland's plan does not inter- 
fere with the existing national-bank sys- 
tem, but, instead of allowing banks to is- 
sue notes, as the Carlisle plan proposes,

The Bland Bill provides for the free 
coinage of silver and for the deposit of 
gold and silver bullion and the issuance 
of legal tender notes upon it.. The bul- 
lion is to be subsequently coined and the 
coin notes are to be redeemed in gold and 
silver without discrimination as may be 
most advantageous to the government. 
Provision is also made for issuing coin 
notes on standard silver coin. All the out- 
standing gold and silver certificates are 
to be retired and coin. notes are to be sub- 
stituted therefor.

tell ghastly and revolting stories of the 
atrocities committed by the Chinese when- 
ever accident had thrown small bodies of 
Japanese soldiers into their power. Manz 
of these tales are officially corroborated 
with a minuteness of detail which leaves 
no room for doubt as to their authenticity. 
The mutilations by Indian savages upon 
their victims are not so horrible as some 
which the malignant ingenuity. of the 
Chinese has invented. It is rumored that, 
after witnessing one of the most harrow- 


next encountered. 

No authoritative confirmation of this re- 
ports has been given and none can reason- 
ably be expected, but it should cause no 
surprise if evidence were produced that 
the patience of the Japanese had at last 
given way under provocations offered, and 
perpetrators of hundreds of unspeakabie 
infamies had been taught for once that 
forbearance is not a rule without excep- 
tions. 

No news respecting the movements of 
the first army in Manchuria has been re- 
ceived this month, and the announcement 
of a sudden change of commanders opens 
a new field of speculation as to its future 
operations. Gen. Yamagata has resigned, 
and is succeeded by Gen. Nozu, whose pro- 
motion from the grade of lieutenant-gen- 
eral is understood to be an appropriate 
reward for his successful management of 
the Ping-Yang campaign. Gen. Yamagata’s 
retirement is said to be caused by illness. 
The Emperor has sent one of the surgeons 
of his household to attend the invalid, 
who is expected to return to Japan with- 
out delay. The winter cold is already 
teverely felt in Manchuria. At Hong- 
Whong the temperature averages 5 deg. 
below zero. The Ya-Loo River is frozen 
over at Wiju, and can be crossed on horse- 
back, near Moukden. . 

It js reported that orders have been is- 
sued by Japanese marine authorities that 
the Chinese ships-of-war are not to be 
molested hereafter, except under circum- 
stances of absolute necessity. As they 
are expected presently to form a part of 
the Japanese navy, it is considered desira- 
ble that they suffer as little injury as 
possible in the interval. To these instruc- 
tions, the immunity, of the Chen-Yuen 
from attack may, perhaps, be attributed. 
That vessel is now lying beached at Wei- 
Hai-Wei, in a. position that might be 
reached without much difficulty by the 
Japanese long-range guns, but thus far 
not a shot has been fired at her. Her 
helpless condition is owing to striking 
upon a rock, as she was entering the har- 
bor some weeks ago. The belief is very 
freely expressed in Shanghai that the 
occurrence was not entirely accidental. 

The attitude of the Li family and of 
the still powerful faction of which the 
viceroy of Chi-Li 1s the center is regarded 
with deep interest. The conviction is gen-

A RIOT AT BALIZE. 


MAHOGANY CHOPPERS STRIKE 
FOR MORE PAY. 


Several Stores Raided by the Rioters. 
A Police-station Threatened— 
Blue-jackets and Marines 
Called Ashore.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 18.—The Central 
America Times of December 14, published 
at Balize, British Honduras, received here 
by mail today, contains a long account of 
a labor riot which took place there on the 
11th instant. The men engaged in mahog- 
any and logwood cutting demanded higher 
wages than merchants were inclined to 
pay, and having failed to obtain relief by 
application to the authorities, they be- 
came exasperated and began to wreck the 
stores of their employers. 

When the mob reached Multries’ store 
it was confronted by the clerks armed 
with revolvers. They fired over the heads 
of the mob and wounded a man ahd a 
woman. The mob then rushed into Cra- 
mer’s store and carried off a large num- 
ber of. watches. Several persons were 
slightly bruised by being struck with 
clubs. From about 3:30 o’clock until 5 
o'clock the town was at the mercy of the. 
mob. All the constabulary could do was. 
to take into custody and confine in the 
Police Station a man whom they looked 
upon as a ring-leader. 3 

The rioters then turned their attention 
to the police station. The windows were 
broken, and the attitude of the mob was 
so threatening that the prisoner was re- 
leased. A few minutes before 5 o'clock 
forty blue jackets and three files of ma- 
Tines were landed and marched to the 
courthouse wharf. On the blue jackets 
being drawn up in front of the police 
stations, all signs of disorder ceased. From 
the steps of the Council chamber, the 
Governor addressed a few remarks to 
the crowd, urging them to disperse. The 


mob finally melted away before the sail- 
ors. 


FLYING BULLETS. 


NON-UNION WORKMEN DRIVE. 
AWAY STRIKERS. 


A Hot Time at Uniontown, Pa.—Two 
Hundred Shots Fired—Several 
Men are More or Less 
Injured.

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 18.—A special from 
Uniontown says that some of the working- 
men had driven their opponents from pub- 
lic places repeatedly, and the latter de- 
cided to retaliate. The non-union men 
armed themselves with revolvers and con- 
gregated at a store, half of their force 
being placed outside. The strikers at- 
tempted to drive them away, when the 
men in the building appeared on the scene, 
and the strikers, finding themselves out- 
numbered, started to run.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


SECOND SESSION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—SENATE;— 
One of the first acts of the Senate today 
was to pass an appropriation of $100,000 
for public printing, Chairman Cockrell, 
of the Appropriations Committee, saying 
that it was absolutely necessary, or pub- 
lic printing would come to a stop this 
evening. 

Senator Dolph, in reporting adversely 
the General Land Grant Forfeiture Bill, 
expressed the belief that Congress had 
not the power to forfeit these lands, but 
the right to them was vested in the rail- 
roads. Even if Congress had power to for- 
feit them, it would be unjust and in- 
equitable to the railroad companies. 

Senator Berry of Arkansas said the ma- 
jority in the committee for reporting the 
bill adversely was but one. Five mem- 
bers, including himself, had voted for 
its passage. In order to get the bill on 
the calendar, one member had changed 
his vote and had consented to an adverse 
report for that purpose. He declared that 
the Senate ought to pass the bill, and said 
that the railroads were not entitled to one 
foot of land. 

On motion of Senator Carey of Wyoming 
the Senate passed the bill to perfect title 
to the township of Yutha., 

Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire 
peresnted a resolution inviting the annexa- 
tion of Canada. Mr. Gallinger said that 
it was written by a strong advocate of 
continental union, a member for nine 
years of the Dominion Parliament, and 
now connected with a New York paper. 
He asked reference of the resolution to 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs. 

Senator Lodge introduced a resolution 
calling on the President for correspond- 
ence in the extradition case of Gen. Ezeta, 
and asked for its present consideration, 
but Senator Gray objected. 

Senator Hill of New York then made a 
speech favoring changes in the rules of 
the Senate to expedite business. He said: 
“The sentiment of the country, mani- 
fested through the press, the rostrum 
and other avenues through which public 
opinion is usually communicated, seems 
to desire the adoption of some new meth- 
ods of procedure here, whereby necessary 
legislation may be facilitated, the sessions 
of Congress may be materially shortened 


and the best interests of the country, so 


interwoven with or largely affected by 
Congressional action, may be more seri- 
ously preserved in their moral condition. 
Demand for a change is not limited by 


any party environments; it is not sought 


merely to secure partisan advantages; it 
does not challenge either the patriotism or 
the integrity of the Senate itself, but it 
reflects the deep conviction that time is 
unnecessarily wasted; that useful legisla- 
tion is at times unreasonably restricted. 

“I assert that the privilege of unlim- 
ited debate in a legislative body is in- 
consistent with and destructive of the 
right and power of organization. Such 
a condition of affairs naturally forces 
comprises and concessions of doubtful 
propriety as a condition of any legislation 
before permitted. It is an open secret, or 
at least it is largely believed, that, during 
the recent tariff debate, many concessions 
were made and amendments accepted to 
the bill for the very purpose of avoiding 
interminable debate; which was threat- 
ened by and proposed by some of the 
minority. It is believed that the present 
time affords an opportunity for the ac- 
complishment of the proposed innovation, 
especially where there is not pending in 
the Senate any general political meas- 
ure, upon which unusual interest is cen- 
tered and demanding protracted discus- 
sions. 

“It is wise to anticipate the future, and 
folly to shut our eyes to the signs of the 
times. It is as certain as anything in po- 
litical affairs can be, that, if our Re- 
publican friends obtain control of this 
body, and desire to enact important legis- 
lation to carry out their principles, they 
will. boldly amend the rules to enable 
them to do it promptly, and their reluc- 
tance to join with us now in framing rea- 
sonable rules to regulate debate leads to 
the suspicion that they intend something 
altogether more radical and sweeping 
than anything we have proposed. The 
path of safety lies in moderate and con- 
servative action now, while the opportu- 
nity remains to use the time by satisfy- 
ing the demands of the people, who have 
become impatient at our delays and dis- 
gusted at our inability to act promptly 
at critical points. 

Besides there is another view of our 
duty which presents itself and which 
ought not to ignored. The President in 
his report has seen fit-to recommend cer- 
tain legislation pertaining to the tarifr— 
a few material modifications of the exist- 
ing law. I believe that these recom- 
mendations are entitled to consideration; 
but a spirit of lethargy seems to have 
crept over his body, creating the general 
impression that nothing is to be enacted 
at this session of a political nature, or 
at least nothing to which the minority 
does not consent. I am strenuously op- 
posed to any such policy of inaction.’ 

The Senator also argued in favor of 
counting a quorum and closed by deciar- 
ing that no silly cry of “gag law“ should 
prevent an amendment to the rule. 

There was some discussion of the change 
of rules by Senators Hoar and Aldrich, 
but at 2 o’clock the Nicaragua Canal Bili 
was taken up. . 

Before. Mr. Turpie of Indiana resumed 
his speech Mr. Harris of Tennessee gave 
notice that tomorrow he would call up the 
bill for a military park at Shiloh. 

Senator Turpie introduced several 
amendments to the pending bill, the most 
important of which was the following: 
“No part of the contract for said work 
shall be left to the Nicaraguan Construc- 
tion Company, nor to any other corpora- 
tion associated with or allied or legally 
succeeding the said Nicaraguan Canal Con- 
struction Company. Contracts for said work 
shall be let only by the Maritime 
Canal Company of Nicaragua and shall Be 
settled and paid for only by the officers of 
said company, subject only to prior inspec- 
tion of the said work in sections when 
completed as Congress may hereafter pro- 
vide and subject to the previous approval 
of the Secretary of War.“ 

Mr. Turple devoted some time to the 
consideration of the questions of the con- 
cessions and forfeitures possible in the 
event of the non-completion of the canal 
within ten years from 1887. The pro- 
visions regarding these matters were ex- 
ceedingly strict. The concession given in 
1887 would be absolutely forfeited in 1897. 
What title did the company have in the 
canal route? There was nothing to mort- 
gage and nothing to sgll. The concessions 


gave no title and no sort of property- 


rights to the company. 

Taking up the question of the physical 
construction of the various portions of 
the canal the Senator went on to point 
out the great difficulties that would have 
to be overcome and to argue that the es- 
timated cost of the minor canals forming 
part of the whole system were low 
ard in one case, that of the canal between 
es Managua and Nicaragua, the esti- 
mate was mere guess-work, Turning 
fhen to the meeting of terminal points of 
‘he proposed canal, the Senator insisted 
‘hat the estimates affecting the work at 
those places were much too small. The

The motion prevailed without discussion,

chair. 
Mr. Walker of Massachusetts, in charge 
ot the opposition to the st gave no- 
tice that at the proper time he would of- 
fer a substitute. 

Mr. Springer, before entering upon ‘the 
argument, asked that the general debate 
be considered closed next Saturday, when 
the holiday recess is to be taken. 

Mr. Walker protested against any ar- 
rangement at this time. He said he felt 
convinced that no member would discuss 
this measure other than in a serious vein. 

Attempts to reach an agreement having 


. failed, Mr. Springer delivered the open- 


ing speech in favor of the Currency Bil. 

The great impor‘ance of the pending 
measure, de said, could not be more et- 
fectively emphasized than by referring to 
the report of the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency which showed that last year there 
were 8,000,000 depositors in national banks 


having a capital stock aggregating 81.969. 
000,000. Their deposits . amounted to 
$4,220,000,000. 


Mr. Springer declared that the commit- 
tee had given the subject the most care- 
ful considération. It had carefully. ex- 
amined the recommendations of the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of the Treasury; 
had called before it some of the financial 
men of the country and the result had 
been the presentation of the pending meas- 
ure as a measure of financial reform. He 
did not pretend to say the bills presented 
the views. of individual members of the 
committees. It was a compromise, and as 
such harmonized fairly with the views of 
all. Mr. Springer then proceeded to de- 
tail the scheme of the bill, repeating much 
in his speech which had already been 
printed. 

Mr. Sickles of New York interrupted 
Mr. Springer to ask him how he recon- 
ciled the second and fifth sections of the 
bill. The second provided that the note- 
holder should have a first lien on the 
assets of a bank issuing them; the fifth 
gave the association of bankers contribut- 
ing 8 the safety fund a first lien on the 
asse 


Mr. Springer replied that the proposed 
act gave the bill-holders the first lien on 
the “remaining assets. 

“The word ‘remaining’ is not in the 
fifth section,“ said Mr. Sickles. | 

That will be the effect of the law,“ re- 
marked Mr. Springer. 

“It is not a law yet,” retorted Mr. 
“You must vote it througb 


Mr. finally admitted that the 
word “remaining’’ should have deen in- 
corporated in fifth section, and said 
this was one Of the slight defects of the 
bill that could be readily corrected. 

In case of panic, if half the banks in 
this proposed system should fail,” in- 
auired Mr. Mahon of Pennsylvania, 
would the other half be to re- 
deem the failed banks’ notes?“ 

“Certainly.” 

“That is, the Solvent banks would 
bankrupted to ald the insolvent?“ 


“There would be no such result,” re-“ 


plied Mr. Springer; “if all the banks 
should fail under this system, the note- 
holders would be secure.” | 

In answer to an inguiry by Mr. Simp- 
son of Kansas, Mr. Springer said that, as 
far as the retirement ot the legal tenders 
was concerned, for every dollar deposited 
in the treasury by the banks, $2 in circu- 
lating notes would be found. 

While Mr. Springer was discussing the 
provision looking to the ultimate redemp- 
tion and retirement of the legal-tenders, 
emphasizing the necessity for this by 
pointing out that the treasury had within 
the year twice been forced to issue bonds 
to protect the redemption, Mr. Cannon of 
Illinois asked whether it was not true 
that $100,000,000 borrowed to maintain 
redemption had in reality been used to pay 
the current expenses of the government. 

“There is nothing in this bill on that 
subject, responded Mr. Springer. 

Mr. Springer gave notice that at the 
proper time he would offer sundry amend- 
ments looking to the perfection of the 
bill, among them one permitting the de- 
posit of currency certificates issued under 
the act of 1872, $354,000,000 of which was 
outstanding. 

Mr. Dingley of Maine charged Mr. 
Springer with inconsistency in now sup- 
porting a bill which contained a provision 
for the repeal of the 10-per-cent. tax on 
the State banks, a measure which he had 
earnestly opposed less than six months 
ago. Mr. Springer insisted that he did 
oppose the repeal of the tax on State 
banks as a separate measure, but, when 
made a part of the general- financial re- 
form, he considered it safe, although he 
wes frank to say that he would prefer 
simply national bank circulation. 

Mr. Walker of Massachusetts, who was 
in charge of the opposition to the meas- 
ure, then took the floor. He began with 
a statement of the essence of the Balti- 
more plan. The beginning and the end of 
that plan; he said, was to give to national 
banks power to withdraw their United 
States bonds from the treasgry and issue 
circulating notes on their assets up to 
50 per cent. It afforded not a shadow of 
relief and did not deserve a moment's 
consideration. Again the bill presented 
by the Secretary of the Treasury was an 
amazing scheme. The bill had not a fea- 
ture that could be enacted except after 
remodeling, without endangering the 
financial interests of the country. Mr. 
Carlisle had drawn the bill over night. 
He described the peril of the present con- 
dition of things in the banking world; 
the dangers that threatened. Yet the 
Committee on Banking and Currency had 
dawdled its time until this undigested 
scheme of the Secretary of the Treasury 
had been thrown into the hopper, when, 
after a few hearings, it had been brought 
into the House without a single change. 
Mr. Walker spoke of his own bill and its 
superiority over the Carlisle bill. He ex- 
pressed the hope that the bill would be 
passed in the place of the Carlisle bill. 

“That would be done if you had the 
courage of your convictions,” continued 
he, addressing the De ratic side, but 
failing in that, I hope you will recommit 
the Carlisle bill, as I feel you surely will 
when you know its character.” 

While contrasting his bill with Mr. Car- 
lisle’s, he dwelt upon the advantages of 
divorcing trade from the government; of 
allowing banks to proceed under the laws 
of trade, not the laws of commerce. A 
bank and its customers were mutually de- 
pendent. A bank could pay optionally in 
gold and silver under his bill. But tho 
law of trade, the necessities of the cases 
and the necessity of protecting the cur- 
rency would determine. The Bank of 
France furnished an analogy. That bank 
would pay in silver if silver would do as 
well as gold. If the purposes for which 
the money was to be used required gold, 
gold would be paid in any quantity. The 
laws of Congress could be defied. The 
laws of trade, never. 

While describing the manner in which 
his bill would redeem and retire the legal 
tender, Mr, Tracey of New York inter- | 
rupted him to ask if the bill would retire 
the Sherman notes.

Mr. Walker’s elaboration of the terms of 
his bill attracted the closest attention, and 
the members crowded about him, taxing 
him with numerous questions, which he 
met‘and parried, His bill, he declated 
would bring the country back to the old 
Democratic doctrines of Jackson and Ben- 
ton. Speaking of the onerous work. placed 
upon the Secretary of the Treasury by a 
necessity of keeping up the gold reserve 
in time of financial depression, Mr. Walker 
created a laugh. 

“Manning died in omce,“ said he: Win- 
dom died in office. I say to you that

‘by the Court. 


A Highly Important Opinion Ren- 
dered Yesterday at 
Boston. 


The Government’s Case Against the 

Company Sustained on Both 
Counts—Five Million Dol- 
lars Involved.

BOSTON, Dec. 18.—-The long-contested 
patent suit of the United States vs. the 
American Bell Telephone Company was 
ended this morning, when Judge Carpen- 
ter of the United States Court rendered 
a decision against the telephone company. 
This suit was a bill in equity praying for 
the repeal of letters patent issued to Emile 
Berliner, assignor of the Bell Telephond 
Company, for a combined telephone and 
telegraph system. The Berliner patents 
were issued to the telephone company, ‘but 
never put into use by thént on account. 
they claim, of tha expense of makit« 
changes in the telephone, While other 
companies were prevented from using the 
system. The first ground of the bin 
brought by the claimant in this city is 
that the patent is void, it being beyond 
the power of the commissioner to issue, 

On this point the decision of Judge Car- 
penter declares: It appears that one of 
the functions of the device shown in the 
patent of 1890, namely, the function of 
transmitting articulate speech, is identical 
with the sole object’ or function of the 
device covered by the patent of 1891, and 
that the device for effecting the transtuls- 
sion of sound is identical in both patents. 
The patent, therefore, seems to me to void 
and beyond the power of the commis- 
sioner to issue. 

“The second ground in the issue: was 
that the issue of the patent was unlaw- 
fully delayed through the fault of respond- 
ent. The corporation was of 
ample means prosecute the application. 
The result of any delay which might take 
place in the issue of Berliner’s patent 
would be to continue so much longer the 
practical monopoly of the art of electrical 
transmission of articulate speech. Under 
the circumstances, I think it clear that

He Holds that He Should not be 
os Disbarred for Talking 
Plainly. 


Worden Desirous of Making a Con- 
fession—Tacoma’s ex-Treasurer 
Acquitted—Shooting at

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 18.—Attorney 
„Horace W. Philbrook resumed his argu- 
ment this morning before the Supreme 
Court to endeavor to show that he should 
not be debarred from practice for his at- 
tack upon the Supreme Court in general 
and Associate Justice Harrison particu- 
larly. After Chief Justice Beatty had 
warned him to be as brief as possible, 
Philbrook resumed his argument. 

Concerning the implied threat in his 
brief when he warned the court that if 
it did not throw off this evil influence of 
Justice. Harrison the public would believe 
the whole court subject to corrupt in- 
fiuence, Philbrook declared that it was 
not a threat, but if it should be so con- 
strued the language was not contempiu- 
ous. He cited one of Cicero’s speeches, in 
which was used a similar argument, and 
an English case where the crown, tue 
very fountain of justice, was attacked and 
the justices listened patiently and did not 
consider the language objectionable. Phi- 
‘brook considered the person who could sit 
and listen to the criticisms of his own 
‘acts the highest type of manhood, and the 
critic could not but respect such fairness. 

To justify his criticism, he cited the 
Blythe case. in which an attorney argued 
before the Supreme Court tnat Chief Jus- 
tice Beatty was disqualified from sitting 
because his brother-in-law had purchased 
a contingent interest in the resuit of the 
litigation. The very ground of the ar- 
torney’s objection must have been ‘that 
he feared that the Chief Justice would be 
swayed or influenced in his decision by 
reason of his brother-in-law’s interest, 
yet that attorney was not held in con- 
tempt. 

After citing several English cases, in 
which different counséllors boldly de- 
clared that the sovereign himself might 
be influenced, he referred to the Bar As- 
sociation’s concurrence in the justice or 
the decision of Jud Wallace in the 
Newman-Levinson litigation. Philbrook 
saw in that decision the influence of Jus- 
tice Harrison. It was not a money in- 
fluence like a bribe, but it was more 
subtle and, perhaps, more powerful. it 
was the reluctance of a Superior Judge to 
hold a justice of the Supreme Court guilty 
of fraud. 

Then Philbrook recited a scrap of his- 
tory concerning the litigation. He de- 
Clared that he called Henley and Me- 
Sherry into the case, and that these at- 
torneys had secretly gone to his clients 
and tried to get them to agree to a settle- 
ment of the case by which the litigants 
would get nothing, and the attorneys 
would get their fees. He maintained that 
the attorneys must have been acting 
under a great pressure, and directed by 
some weighty influence. He read from 
the argument in the lower court, but all 
that this part of Philbrook's argument 
proved was that Henley and McSherry 
*believed with Judge Wallace that his 
clients had been treated honestly and 


_b _ executor of the estate,

“This case is a crisis for you as well as 

for me,” said Philbrook. “It is a most 

extraordinary case, and I feel that I have 
honored you by laying this whole wicked- 
ness before you, and trusting to your fair- 
ness and honesty.

Worden Said to be Desirous of Mak-

‘' SACRAMENTO, Dec. 18.—There has 
been a rumor abroad for several rays that 
. W. Worden, who is waiting execution in 
the State Prison at Folsom for the murder 
of Engineer Clark, had made a complete 
confession to Warden Aull. 

This afternoon a Bee reporter commun:- 
cated with Warden Aull by telephone, He 
said that Worden has made several efforts 
to Rave a talk with him since he ar- 
rived at Folsom, agreeing to tell the 
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whole story,“ but Warden Aull has pre- 
ferred. to let the lawyers attend to the 
entire matter. Worden has had a coupte 
of private interviews with his attorney 
and has also requésted to see Judge 5. 
W. Armstrong, the ieading attorney for 
the prosecution; but the Judge has not as 
yet gone to Folsom. 

The warden is of the opinion that tne 
murderer has told ali he knows about the 
details leading up to the trestle tragecy 
on July 11. It is understood that Carroll 
Cook, one of the attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion, does not take much stock in any 
statement which Worden might make. 
While Attorney Cook might believe tue 
prisoner's story himself, he is doubtful 
about what construction a jury might put 
upon it if it were used in any of the re- 
maining. murder trials.. é 


MRS. BRYAN ACQUITTED. 
She. Creates a Scene in Court—The 
3 Other Cases. ,

SANTA ROSA, Dec. 18.—‘‘You miserable 
wretch. You are the man who has been 
persecuting me for nearly a year and who 
wanted to crucify me. You know I'm in- 
nocent of the murder of my dear sister 
all the time,” cried Mrs. Elizabeth Bryan, 
as she pointed her finger at John F. 
Meagher, the prosecuting witness in the 
famous Meagher murder case, this after- 
noon. 

The excited woman fell into the arms 
of her weeping sisters and became almost 
hysterical. It was a dramatic scene when 
the jury, according to Judge. Crawford's 
instructions, returned a verdict of not 
guilty in the trial in which Mrs. Brvan 
was charged with being an accomplice in 
the brutal murder of her blind sister. 
Mrs. Nancy Meagher, January 22. The 
court granted the defendant's motion for 
a dismissal on the grounds that the evi- 
dence was not sufficient to warrant the 
jury in bringing in a verdiet of guilty of 
murder in the first degree, and when Mrs. 


Bryan heard the words that lifted the, 


charge from her she rushed to the jury, 
and, after thanking them, turned toward 
Meagher and called down imprecations 
upon him. 
The cases against Johnny Bryan and 
Mrs. Fowler have not ben set for trial. 


It is likely that both will be dismissed. 


as it is reported the evidence is 
stronger against them than against Mrs. 
Bryan. 


THE GOLDEN GATE. 


A New Survey of the Entrance to be 
| Made. 
Assoc‘ated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 18.—In. accord- 
ance. with orders from Washington, the 
United States Coast Survey steamers Ged- 
ney and McArthur will make a new sur- 
vey of the entrance to San Francisco Har- 
bor, commencing their work during the 
first week in January. The Golden Gate 
has not been surveyed for twenty-two 
years, and the new charts will be awaited 
by pilots, shipmasters and 
owners. 

During the past six or eight years the 
captains of a number of vessels which 
have struck on the bar have asserted that 
new shoals were constantly forming in tbe 
roadway. Capt. C. L. Taylor, a prominent 
shipping man, estimates that the number 
of vessels wrecked at the entrance to the 
harbor within the past twenty years is 
150, causing the loss of many lives and 
millions of dollars’ worth of property. 

BOGGS ACQUITTED. 
The ex-Treasurer of Tacoma is Dis- 
charged in Short Order. :

TACOMA, Dec. 18.—At 5 o'clock this 
evening, without a line of evidence having 
been introduced for the défense, ex-City 
Treasurer George W. Boggs was acquitted 
of the charge of embezzlement brought 
against him early in November. When 
the State rested its case the defense moved 
that the case be dismissed and the de- 
fendant discharged. Judge Parker granted 
the motion after arguments on the ground 
of insufficiency of evidence. The jury un- 
der instructions brought in a verdict of 
not guilty. .

MINING DEBRIS. 


The American Basin Recommended 
for a Dumping- ground. 

“SACRAMENTO, Dec. 18.—An important 
report has been made to the Governor by 
A. H. Rose, Commissioner of Public 
Works, which office was created by the 
last Legislature. Among other things the 
commissioner recommends in his report 
that Yuba, Bear and American Rivers be 
turned into American Basin, a swampy 
depression which is declared to be un- 
drainable. 

This plain, it is declared, would enable 
hydraulic miners to operate along the 
banks of the streams mentioned. The 
mining debris, if this plan were adopted, 
would spread over the swamp and, in the 
course of time, make new and valuabic 
land. This, says Commissioner Rose, 
would put an end to the great question 
of disposing of hydraulic mining debris.

Its Directors Declare for 
Reorganization. 


The Failure to Pay Taxes on Bonded 
Goods was a Severe 
‘ Blow. 


Additional Capital Required for the 
Distribution of the Output— 
Three Plans for Relief ö 
are Proposed. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Services. 

PEORIA (III.) Dec. 18.—The circular 
adopted by the directors of the Distilling 
and Cattle-feeding Company at the meet- 
ing held in this city last week, was sent 
out to the stockholders of the company 
tonight. It is a lengthy document con- 
taining a statement of the condition of the 
company and declaring reorganization 
necessary, three plans being submitted for 
the approval of the stockholders. It says 
that the board made every possible prep- 
aration to take advantage of the increased 
tax lately enacted into a law. A large 
amount of spirits and alcohol in bond had 
been accumulated. The circular then re- 
views the efforts of President Greenhut 
and other officials to effect a loan and the 
difficulties they encountered. The failure 
‘to pay the taxes on the goods at this 
critical period was the severest blow ever 
experienced by the company. Great as 
was the financial loss, the loss of prestige 
was much greater. 

‘In addition to the capital required by 
the company heretofore for the conduct 
of its business, it will be necessary to 
provide additional ital for the distri- 
bution of its prod im the eastern terri- 
tory, as the Ameriean Distributing Com- 
pany, through which it distributed its 
product in that teritory, has violated i 
Agreement with the company and made a 
eitiance for the purchase of its supplies 

ugh other channels, which would, 
practically, bar this company from sell- 
115 its goods in the eastern territory. The 
directors consider it imperative that pro- 
vision for obtaining this additional cap- 
ital be made with as little delay as pos- 
sible. A sufficient number of bonds can- 
not be sold at a reasonable price to tide 
the company over. 

Three plans for reorganizing the inter- 
ests now in the trust are represented. 
The first provides for the formation of a 
new company capitalized at $10,500,000, 
$3,500,000 preferred and $7,000,000, the 
old stock shares to be taken up with the 
new stock. 

Plan number two is substantially the 
same as plan number one, excepting as 
to the manner of subscribing for the 
stock. 

Plan three reduces the present capital 
stock to $10,000,000; each stockholder to 
be asked to surrender his stock and ac- 
cept one share of paid-up stock for eyery 
five shares he now holds; that $3,000,000 
new common stock bé issued, and that 
two shares of paid-up stock be issued to 
each subscriber for $100 paid up.

Shall We Coin Our Credit? 

(Tulare Register:) “We favor laws 
whereby the State or any subordinate pub- 
lic municipality may coin its ®wn credit 
in small denominations for building and 
operating its own public highways.“ 

The foregoing resolution wars adopted 
and promulgated By the Farmers’ State 
Alliance which sat last week at Oakland. 
The resolution struck us favorably when 
we first read it and ever since that happy 
hour the phrase coin our credit,” has 
been ringing in our ears and it makes a 
joyful, happy, jingling sound most pleas- 
ant to hear in these times when every- 
body owes everybody and nobody pays 
anybody a cent. Yes, we have thought it 
all over and we, too, “favor laws wherevy 
the State or any subordinate municipality 
may coin its own credit;’’ but we should 
not limit the proceeding to the State or 
municipalities or the coinage of credit to 
small denominations. We prefer a good 
deal of a good thing whenever there is a 
good thing going and would move to 
amend the suggestion that the privilige 
of “coining credit be extended to every 
American citizen, native born or natur- 
alized, and so long as it is to be his own 
credit that he is to coin we suggest also 
that he be permitted to coin it in as big 
denominations as he durn“ pleases. 

The thing that bothers us, though, is 
how to coin credit. We have warmed our 
credit up on sundry occasions and have 
then warmed it over, but it would not 
melt and would not run, and when we 
attempted to make it circulate it turned 
stone cold and nobody would touch it, or 


into thin air. Somehow there doesn’t 
seem to be any metallic basis for our 
credit and it won't coin. We have a con- 
siderable quantity of other peoples’ credit 
among our assets also and we will be 
hanged if we can coin that either, al- 
though we have tried assiduously. In 
fact, we are up a stump. We like the 
idea of coining credit, but we can’t some- 
how get on to the process. course our 
credit is limited in amount. We have not 
as much as the State, but a little credit 
ought to make a little tiny bit of coin—if a 
good deal of credit would make a good 
deal of coin, but we have not been able 
to show a color so far. ° 


Organized Vagabondage. 
(Oakland Tribune:) Certificates are be- 


“Adjutant” J. L. Russell to vagrants, 
authorizing them to solicit alms for the 
Industrial Army. The plea is made that 
they want assistance to assist themselves 
and others. These professionals have 
been in the business of wholesale alms- 
getting for nearly a year past. Every 
vag in the gang is an able-bodied and 
healthy man, as capable of earning his 
own living as anyone from whom he is 
asking relief. The only difficulty in the 
way of his earning an honest living, like 
other men, is that he dislikes work, and 
Kelley, through his Industrial Army, has 
taught him how the trick of living can 
be performed without laboring for it as 
other men do. The holders of these cer- 
tificates have been arrested for vagrancy 
and are to be prosecuted for the offense 
to the full limit of the law. It is scarcely 
fair that they alone should be required 
to suffer and the head center of organ- 
ized vagabondage escape. In the light of 
the evidence of these certificates to beg, 
there is evidently a plain duty awaiting 
official performance. If it is neglected, 
then the arrest of tramps and vagrants 
should cease altogether, and a notice 
should be issued that henceforth Oakland 
offers a perpetual asylum, with free board 
and lodging, to all vagabonds, if they will 
simply enlist under the banner of the 
“Industrial Army.” Meanwhile, our de- 
serving poor may shift for themselves.

yer Chinese.

As we have said, it is difficult to be- 
lieve that troops who act in this man- 
Mner—who have a thoroughly-organized 
Hospital service which treats friend 
‘and foe alike—could be capable of 
Buch barbarities as are ascribed to 
them by the correspondent of the New 
York World. The Japanese have wo 
Tar shown themselves to be as far 
wuperior to the Chinese in humanity 
ms they are in organization and disci- 
wine. The manner in which they 
have within a few montls overcome 
the most populous chuntry on the face 
of the globe is one of the remarkavie 
things of modern times, and must 
have the effect of placing Japan in the 
front rank of civilized nations. It is 
not surprising that the Japanese are 
unwilling to give up the fruits of their 
» victories by permitting any outside 
ation to patch up a peace which the 
Chinese government would represent 
0 its people as a victory for China. A 
us tion that has shown such admirable 
Straits as have been exhibited by Japan 
may safely be trusted to do the rea- 
Ssonable thing with its conquered foe.

LET THE YAWP CEASE. 


“No honest man will object to a re- 
count,” observes one of the howling 
dervishes of the Democracy, writing 
in an obscure weekly printed in San 
Francisco. The writer then proceeds 
to plunge and rear about, like a bob- 
tailed country bull in a china shop, 
charging the Republican party with 
all sorts of cussedness, and swearing 
by the Great Horn Spoon, with sev- 
eral other divinities, that Jim Budd 
shall never, no never! be deprived of 
the gubernatorial seat. 

This excited scribbler should calm 
his perturbed spirit, and cease chew- 
ing the rag long enough to allow a 
little common sense to percolate into 
the vacuum where his brains ought 
to be. Long before the percolating 
process is completed he will discover 
that there is no desire nor intenticn 
to deprive Mr. Budd of anything that 
is his due. A recount of the votes cast 
in certain precinets of San Francisco 
is all that is demanded. If such re 
count shows that Mr. Budd was 
elected, even by a plurality of one 
vote, the Republican party will as one 
man demand that he be seated. If, 
on the other hand, the recount shall 
show Mr. Estee's election, the Repub- 
lican party of the State will as firmly 
and unanimously demand that he be 
placed in the gubernatorial ‘chair. 

The man who has been defeated, 
whether that man be Estee or Budd, 
will not be permitted to usurp the 
rights that belong to his opponent. 
This is the simple and vital essence 
of the situation. It may as well b> 
understood, first as last, that no fraud 
is to be permitted in this affair, on 
either side. : 

The leather-lunged donkeys who are 
braying about the alleged “attempt to 
unseat Budd” are simply wasting 
wind—-and a very bad quality of wind 
at thet. Mr. Budd can rot be un- 
seated before he is seated. If he hus 
been elected he will be seated. If he 
has not been elected he will not be 
seuted. though every Bashan's bull 
among his heelers and strikers may 
bellow in chorus. 

Let us have an end of this unspeak- 
able rot about a “conspiracy” against 
Budd. Let the vote of the disputed 
precincts be counted as prescribed by 
the statutes and the Constitution. 
Honest men will abide by the result. 
Dikhonest.men must abide by it. 


A decision was recently rendered in 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the Massachusetts oleo- 
margarine case, which affirms in the 
broadest terms the power of a State 
government to protect its citizens 
against fraudulent imitations of arti- 
cles of food. The opinion of the court 
is that it is within the power of a 
State to exclude from its markets any 
compound manufactured in anothe: 
State which has been artificially col- 
ored or adulterated so as to cause it 
to look like an article of food in gen- 
eral use, and the sale of which may, 
by reason of such coloration or adul- 
teration, cheat the general public into 
purchasing that which they may nat 
intend to buy. “The Constitution of 
the United States” tersely declares 
the decision, “does not secure to any 
one the privilege of defrauding the 
public.” This is a case where the 
Constitution is in close accord with 
sound common sense. 


The New York Sun has unearthed 
a prophecy of the late Samuel J. Til- 
den, which is not inept at the present 
time. Mr. Tilden predicted, soon after 
the close of the war, that the Demo- 
cratic party would regain control of 
the government, through the aid of 
the South, and that the South would 
insist on ruling the Democratic party. 


“In which case,” said Mr. Tilden, “the 


whole country will protest. The 
United States will never consent to 
be governed by the South or by South- 
ern ideas. The Democracy will be 
voted down, and then its last situa- 
tion will be worse than the first.” 
Mr. Tuden's prophecy has been ful- 
filled. 


The special committee on the Debs 
decision, at the Federation.of Labor 
convention, yesterday reported ręsolu- 
tions demanding the enactment of a 
law “to prevent further encroachments 
upon personal liberty by the courts.” 
If a law to prevent encroachments 
upon personal liberty ere passed, 
made impartially applicable, and rig- 
idly enforced, it would be a sure pre 
ventive of strikes; for every strike is an 
encroachment upon personal liberty. 


The Interior, which is published in 
Chicago, and is one of the leading 
religious journals of tha country, has 
issued a holiday number, which is a 
gem, both as to contents and typogra- 
phy. Extra holiday editions of re: 
ligious journals are something of an 
innovation, and are an evidence of 
enterprise in a quarter where we have 
been accustomed to hear little else 
but a rattling of dry bones. 


The Cleveland administration is try- 
ing to find some way to let go of the 
joint Samoan protectorate, while Ger- 
many is seriously considering annexa- 
tion. This state of affairs is logical 
enough, from the Cleveland point of 
view. The administration has shown 
itself. to be incompetent to govern the 
United States, and naturally shrinks 
from any outside. “entanglements.” 


The Stockton Mail pipes in that 
“if the votes were honestly coynted 
and the dishonest votes traced to those 
responsible for them, Mr. Estee would 
sink still deeper in the political 
broth.” Why, then, does the Stockton 
Mail, in common with other scream- 
ing organettes, oppose an honest re- 
count of the votes, with all the puny 
vehemence it can muster? 


An investigating committee has 
brought to light the fact that Trinity 
Church, in New York city, has prop 
erty valued at from $75,000,000 to 
$150,000,000, and an incomé of over 
$600,000 per annum. Among its prop- 
erty are 148 tenement houses. Trinity 
Church evidently believes in laying up 
treasues on earth, at all events.

OBJECTIONS AVOIDED. 

“In view of the constitutional provision, 
I had doubts as to the Legislature’s 
power to create such an office, and I was 
also desirous of avoiding the. possibility 
“of a long list of salaried assistants being 
attached to the system, as we already have 
too many of these employees on the pay- 
rolls. In the bill which. has been pre- 
pared, it is provided that applications for 
certificates shall be made to the Superior 
Court directly. The proceeding will be 
much of the same nature as that to quiet 
title, but the form of application will be 
like that in probate practice. The appli- 
cant will file his. petition, together with a 
preliminary abstract. If this preliminary 
abstract is very lengthy the court will 
have power to appoint a referee to ex- 
amine the same, who must be a lawyer of 
good standing, and one who has had at 
least five years’ practice. After this pre- 
liminary abstract has been examined, no- 
tice is then given to all persons having 
claims or liens against the property, and 
to all contiguous property-owners. This 
notice is to be served in the same manner 
as summons in a civil action. A return 
being made upon the notice, a hearing will 
be had in court, and a decree will be ren- 
dered, which will determine the title of 
the property, as well as the number and 
priority of all liens.

to its teachings. Christ is to reign per- 
sonally on the earth, as predicted, he said; 
Which is the only hope for deliverance 
from the fearful conditions that envelop 
the earth politically today. All pagan 
nations have their traditions of a golden 
era in the past. These are but lingering 
memories of the gierious day when God 
‘walked’ with men earth, und but con- 
firm Bible history. The Christian looks 
‘forward rather than backward, for his 
golden age. All Christians are optimists 
in the true sense, believing that all things 
work together for good. 

Jesus says: ‘Behold I make all thi 
new.“ The post-millennialist believes 
things will be made new by a wind of 
evolution wrought out by preaching the 
gospel and the growth of civilization. The 
pre-millennialist believes all things will 
be made new by revolution, a complete 
overthrow of all things human and 
worldly by the establishment of Christ's 
kingdom. 

From Genesis to Revelations it is 
‘taught that the kingdom of God is to be 
established by actual and fearful conten- 
tions, literal battles. Men are so accus- 
tomed to contemplate the mercy and gen- 
tleness of God that they forget His jus- 
tice. The infinite love that redeemed the 
church will be turned into infinite wrath 
against such as persecute the church. 

“Judging from the history of the past, 
we are to expect the establishment of 
the new era by war and bloodshed. This 
has been uniformly the history of new 
dispensations and governments in the 
past. All beings were created in Christ, 
but had no power to stand without Him. 
The beginning of angelic existence was 
pure and holy, but some fell, and are 
doomed to everlasting punishment. The 
beginning of human existence was pure 
and holy, but sin soon marred the work 
of God. The law was given as a holy 
means to bring man through the agency 
of a nation into union with God, but this 
dispensation ended in failure. So will the 
gospel dispensation, so far as human 
agency is concerned, end in failure. 

“Science and the Bible agree in the 
methods of creation. Failure of God's 
purpose is impossible, since God, the 
King, is almighty. Were the victory to 
be achieved by the works of man, then 
man would have the glory; but it is the 
Prince of Peace who will put down all 
opposition and will triumph over evil. To 
Him will be all the glory. But some will 
ask, ‘Is the gospel then a failure?’ If it 
is the mission of the gospel to bring all 
men to Christ, and to be the means of es- 
tablishing universal righteousness, then 
the gospel is a dismal failure; for, after 
nineteen hundred years of gospel preach- 
ing, wickedness is more rampant than 
ever before. Mohammedanism is making 
two converts to Christianity’s one in the 
East today. But this is not God's idea of 
the mission of the gospel. His purpose is 
to send the gospel as a witness to the 
world, net to reform society nor to run 
the governments. The mission of the 
church is to gather out a people for God. 
This mission was actually accomplished in 
the days of the apostles. He never prom- 
ised worldly success and triumph to the 
church, but rather persecution and suffer- 
ing and fasting. This is the attitude of 
the true church today. But their sorrows 
will be turned into rejoicing and victor 
when the Lord comes. : 

At th nd of this discourse Dr. Frost 
stated th wenty-five years ago, a young 
man from England delivered an address 
on the pre-millennial advent of Christ be- 
fore an audience of ministers. The minis- 
ters were all indignant, seeing that it 
was contrary to all their preconceived no- 
tions. They appointed one of their num- 
ber to reply to the address, but on a 
study of the word, he became a convert 
to the doctrine. They appointed another, 
and he became a convert also. Nearly all 
missionaries are of this faith, and nearly 
all converts of missionary labor, for they 
have no commentaries to darken the 
teaching of God's word. Opportunity 
being given for the expression of senti- 
ment on the part of the audience, there 
were very many fervent and emphatic 
indorsements of the glorious doctrine. 

The sessions of the conference will con- 
tinue until Friday.
